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REFORMING  EDUCATION 


"Writing  portfolios  and  Site- 
based  Council  are  two  good  points  of 
KERA,"  states  freshman  English 
teacher  Cherry  Lynn  Pinson.  "I  do 
think  a  lot  of  the  things  that  KERA 
supports  have  been  going  on  in  our 
school  for  years."  She,  along  with 
many  other  teachers,  agree  that 
KERA  is  becoming  more  valuable  to 
the  education  of  young  people. 

New  classes  are  being  added  to 
help  students  develop  a  diverse  set  of 
concepts.  One  of  these  classes  is 
Applied  Physics  Technology  taught 
by  Mickey  Burkett.  This  class  gives 
students  an  opportunity  to  learn  new 
technological  ideas  that  they  can  use 
throughout  life.  These  ideas  include 
repairing  engines,  drawing 
houseplans,  learning  to  operate 
robots,  and  developing  film.  Stu- 
dents who  are  in  this  class  become

Another  class  which  fulfills 
KERA  expectations  is  the  World  At 
Large.  This  Senior  class,  which 
combines  English  and  social  studies, 
gives  students  the  chance  to  combine 
both  their  English  skills  and  knowl- 
edge of  history  in  a  very  unusual 
manner.  Students  are  given  Uie

These  fads  include  naturally 
fragranced  soaps  (not  tested  on 
animals),  recycled  paper  products, 
and  pens  made  from  com  (or  any 
other  biodegradable  materials). 


More,  now  than  ever,  students  are 
pitching  in  to  save  the  whales,  the  o- 
zone,  the  rain  forests,  and,  locally, 
our  own  Appalachian  mountains. 
Even  more  students  have  become 
involved  in  solid  waste  reduction, 
anti-litter  interests,  and  carpooUng.

Even  the  school  system  has 
afforded  more  possibilities  for 
conservation.
